AND NTE. 


BOGUS 
CHARITY.—NY F.

STEADY AT DISXEIt. 


Some years before Daniel Webster's death, 


a dinner was given to him in Boston, at tho 
Revere House, I tbiuk, and Kye—who, 
though then a young man, had already 
gained corsiderablo reputation as a speaker 
—was invited atid selected to reply to a 
toast, following Edward Everett. 
Webster 


was then at tho height of his fame, as 
Everett was. and idolized by the Hub,which 
was proud to name- him tbo god-like Daniel. 


Tho gentlemen having cbargo of tho diu- 


nor were deeply impressed with their re- 
sponsibility. They ^verc extremely anxious 
that everything should go smoothly, and 
spared no pains to discharge their duty to 
tho fullest. Having board", after Nye'a ap- 
pointment, that ho sometimes drank too 
much, they became solicitous about his cou- 
tiitiou, and tbo afternoon of the evening of 
the dinner two of them called at his hotel to : 
look after his condition. They learned that 
ho was in his room, nud going up, they 
found to their horror that ho was still in 
bod, recovering from n debauch of tho pre- 
vious night. 


Feeling that it would never answer to have 


Nyo appear, still half tipsy, in that august 
assembly, and troubling at the nniTOw es- 
cape they hod made, they tried to persuade 
him not to keep his engagement. Theyjsnid 
they thought tho 
affair wouldn't bo very 


pleasant anyhow, and they had nearly decid- 
ed to stay away themselves. 


Nye, who had risen, and was dressing, 


told i hem—seeing their object—that they 
needn't bo afraid of him. ''L«it me assure 
•on, gentlemen, that I never get drunk 
above my ears. I'll take a bath and n drink, 
and bo nil right.

Unable to dissuade him, they determined 


to stay with him so as to prevent him from 
another excess. 
Tlitjj* waited until ho had 


bathed, dressed and swallowed a glass of 
brandy: then they proposed thut tht:y nho»ld 
tald-! tho air. 
He graciously consented, and 


was walked through tho streets for an hour 
between his guardians, holding each arm, 
and steadying his pace. They 
finally sc- 


comrmnitid him to tbo Revere, and con- 
signed him to another of the committee 
while they slipped off to dress. 


The dinner began. Tho most 
distin- 


guished Bostonians were present, and Nyo, 
looking a little disordered, Bat near tho 
much-honored 
guest. In 
duo timo the 


toasts wero introduced. 
Everett responded 


in tho cold, exact, polisbed, artificial man- 
ner for which ho 
was remarkable, and 


which tho Bay Stato so greatly admired. 


Then it was Nye's turn. 
Ho rose some- 


what unsteady, tho oycs of tho members of 
the committee fixed anxiously upon him, 
lest ho should disgrace tiiom, tho occasion, 
tho state, and tho immortal Webster him- 
self, lie had some trouble at first in ar- 
rnnging bis thoughts, and his words halted 
for a while. 
JJut very POOH ho warmed to 


hifl subject, and thenntural clcqucr.ce of the 
man flowed forth. Ho apostrophized Webs- 
tor in Borne noble ami smiting pt'tssiigeM, 
irail then drew from his waistcoat pocket a 
silver half dollar, saying, "I trust I shall bo 
pardoned for referring to an incident, of 
which, I ftm suro, our distinguished guest 
has no recollection, but which I shall re- 
member to my dying day. 
This coin he 


gave mo for some trifling service When I 
was a small boy. 
I recall tho circumstance 


(is if it were yesterday. It was an era in my 
life. Sly heart swelled with prido and joy 
that I had n personal memento of tho great- 
est man of his timo. 
I have kept tho coin 


sver eince, and treasured it most sacredly. 
I resolved never to part with it, and have 
kept my resolve. I have been hungry and 
cold more than onee sinco that day. 
This 


little coin would hr.vo given mo food and 
shelter, but I would not spend it. When I 
felt it in my pocket, when I pressed it with 
my Angers, when I remembered tho emi- 
nent man who had given it to me, when I 
thought of liiB shining foco, his deep, IUB- 
trous oyca, I was no longer hungry and 
cold; the force and magnetism of tho mighty 
Webster wore communicated through hifl 
little Rift, and, poor nnd insignificant an I 
was, I ceased to feel my vulgar needs. His 
memory cfttno hack to rao like tt glorious 
presence, and in its light I stood exulted, 
idealized, transmuted to myself. 
Suoh is 


tho effect of a grout eoul and oyermastoring 
genius." 


Thifl wflfl turbid nnd hyperbolical enough; 


but Boston did net beliovo Webster could 
bo overpraised, nnd as Nyo delivered the 
words they floundod ranguificontly 
and 


awoko high enthusiasm, am id tho expressions 
of which ho ant down, glowing and trium- 
phant. 


Nyo's incident vrnfl ft pure invention. lie 


had novcr been in Now England before that 
timo; ho hntl novor until that evening laid 
oycn on Daniel Webster. After ho had risen 
to speak, it occurred to him that tho story 
of his coin would bo appropriate am1 talcing, 
and HO ho '.old it, with nl! tho color and em- 
broidery ho could lay upon It, 
No ono 


prcaont would hrtre know* of tke hroAd poet* 


ic licouso he had taken.had ho preserved his 
own counsel. But ho was never reticent 
about anything. 
Besides tho thing struck 


him as a good joke, especially after ho had 
noticed tho fervor and feelings with which 
Boston's most illustrious respectability had 
received bis sentimental fabrication; and, 
therefore, ho avowed tho oratorical trick ho 
bad played upon the Hub. and his descrip- 
tion of tho sseno was decidedly comical — 
[Colonel Deucaeco, in St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
oc rat. 


The conviction of Jack Kehoo, ring-loader 


of the 
Molly JVTtigiiiros, gives cause 
for 


abundant satisfaction. 
As long as the bell- 


wether of this lawless organization^ tho 
prime conspirator of this duugcrous gang, 
was allowed his freedom, there was less to 
bo hoped from tho conviction and punish- 
ment of his followers. But Kehoo bad cov- 
ered his 
tracks well, and it was difficult to 


connect him personally with a single overt 
act of hlood among tho many that hnd filled 
his portion of tho state with terror. Ho 
•was ono of the most intelligent of all tho 
league, as well as ono of the most daring, 
and he planned for others to execute. 
It 


was only by going back fourteen years that 
tho public prosecutors were able to definite- 
ly fix hia responsibility for ibo death of a 
human being, and now his crime has found 
bim out. 
Tho 'uythuoay that 
convicted 


him was of tho most direct and unquestion- 
able character, and the execution of his sen- 
tence, which will undoubtedly take place 
in due time, will be a healthy example for 
those belonging to thin cut-throat organiza- 
tion who have not yet been brought to jus- 
tice.
